Halon Upset and Children Were 


Covered With Acid. 


TWO 
DIE 
OF 
INJURIES 


T tn Children Fearfully Injured, and 


Men Who Tried to Rescue Them 


Also Badly Hurt. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 3 — Fourteen per­ 
sons, ten children and four men. were 
terribly burned by vitriol through the 
upsetting of a supply wagon of the 
bureau of fire at Eighteenth street 
and Ridge avenue. 
One of the men. 
Richard Drear, of 826 North H utchin­ 
son street, a fireman, and all of the 
children were riding on the wagon 
when th e accident took place. 
The 
three o th ers w ere burned in their ef­ 
forts a t rescue. 
Of th e Injured children, two died 
a t St. 
Joseph's hospital, 
where all 
fourteen persons were taken. 
It Is 
probable th a t all will be m arked for 
life by 
the 
terrible burns inflicted 
upon them. 
T he 
dead are 
Catherine 
Daniels, 
nine years old, and Raymond Dager, 
seven years old. 
T hree of the injured are men who 
w ent to the rescue of the children, 
and w ere painfully burned about the 
hands, a rm s and feet. 
G rear is the father of five of the 
children, whom 
he 
had allowed to 
ride with him while delivering sup­ 
plies of the chemical to the various 
engine houses. 
It was spilled over 
the children when the wheel cam e off 
the wagon and sent children and ca r­ 
boys and vitriol into the street to­ 
gether. 
G rear left the supply house with bis 
wagon loaded up with four ten gallon 
glass carboys, eight five-gallon cans 
and a barrel of the chemical. 
On bis 
way uptow n to distribute it am ong 
the engine houses of the northw estern 
section of tbe city he stopped at his 
home. 
Children of the neighborhood, in­ 
cluding bls five daughters, besought 
G rear to take them for a ride on bis 
wagon, and, although it is forbidden 
by the rules of the bureau to allow 
any person but the driver on the wag­ 
on. he consented. 
Accordingly the D u children clam ­ 
bered aboard and sat w herever they 
could find rooi.i. 
Young Raymond 
Dager sat on the b a rre l and o ther 
on 
the wooden casings of the carboys or 
on the floor of the wagon. 
As th e wagon crossed Eeighteenth 
street th e wheels became locked In 
the grooved 
trolley tracks. 
G rear 
turned the horse sharply to pull off 
the track, and the rear axle broke. 
T be wagon dropped with a crash and 
then rolled over 
on Its side. 
The 
shock broke the glass carboys and 
knocked the plug from the barrel, so 
th a t tbe fiery liquid poured out in a 
flood. 
Raymond Dager was throw n from 
his perch on th e barrel and spurt 
after spurt of the acid spouted from 
the open bunghole all over his bead 
and body. 
It was in this m anner that 
he suffered the burns which caused 
his death. 
The contents of the carboys quick­ 
ly flooded tbe wagon, and there was 
no escape for the huddled children, 
whose scream s of agony aroused the 
neighborhood and could be heard for 
blocks. 
G rear was hurled backw ard 
from his seat by the shock of the 
wreck and directly into tbe w hirling 
pool of acid. 
Blinded by th e fluid 
and crazed by their pain. neither he 
nor the children seemed able to get 
away by leaping from the wagon.

CARE OF HORSE IN SUMMER. 


Msthad of Preventing Sunstroke of 
the Farm Animal. 
During psrlod* of excessive heat, 
when work horses lh the Gelds or up­ 
on itae street* are liable to suffer from 
“unstroke °r “overeating,” states Pro­ 
fessor A. S. Alexander, veterinarian of 
the College of Agriculture of the Uni 
tensity of Wisconsin, much may be 
done by the owner to lessen the like­ 
lihood of attack 
Affected horses are 
usually those that are sick or soft, 
and every possible means should be 
taken to prevent Indigestion and Gt 
the animal to withstand labor in hot 
weather. 
Horses under five years of age are 
more apt to stiffer than seasoned adult 
animals; hence young horses should be 
worked lightly during hot weather. 
Indigestion, the common forerunner of 
sunstroke, is Indicated by dullness, 
sluggishness, panting at light labor, 
sweating In stable and the changeable 
character of the manure which Is nor­ 
mal some days and again clay colored. 
in netts covered or an undigested, of­ 
fensive mass. 
When so affected It is 
• vt remedy dangerous to work the ani­ 
mal in extreme hot weather. 
Slight changes In food, more care in 
feeding, rest and simple correctives 


AMLI. MBT PARM MORSE 
are required in such cases, and pre­ 
ventive measures may be adopted as 
follows: 
Feed hay night and morning ouly; 
give drinking waler before meals and 
in small sips often when at work; pre 
fer clean, s o f t water to that rendered 
•hard” by the presence of lime salts 
which tend to derange the stomach. 
Remove the harness at noon and al­ 
low sufficient time for rest and mast! 
cation of food; groom the skin thor­ 
oughly once daily; feed sound food; 
avoid corn in summer, as It is heating: 
prefer sound old oats, which repair 
waste of tissue and promote vim and 
endurance, avoid sudden changes of 
food and do not feed heated, green 
grass or clover 
Cleanse the stable dully, ventilate 
perfectly, screen doors aDd windows, 
remove manure piles from the vicinity 
of the stable and f«s-d fresh food each 
meal. Shade the horse's head when at 
work, but avoid a heavy, wet sixing*; 
if p ossib le, do not work three horses 
abreast, as the middle horse suffers 
thereby and U the most liable to sun­ 
stroke; where such combination can­ 
not be avoided, change horses often to 
afford as much relief as possible. 
C h oose the coolest hours for work and 
change teams often during sultry, 
moist 
weather when thunderstorms 
are prevalent

HE high cost of living, or the 
“cost of high living,” aa James 
J. Hill puts It, I. a aubject 
which Just now is engrossing 
the attention of the entire nation. The 
"oat of the necessaries of life bas been 
steadily Incressing siuce 1896. 
The 
symptoms have baru viewed with in­ 
creasing alarm by nearly all classes. 
Within the last year the matter baa 
leached an acute stage. 
The average 
Increase in the cost of necessities from 
Jan. I, 1909, to Jan. I, 1910, was 11.7 
l*er cent. 
The increase over July I, 
I HOB. was GI per cent 
The wage and salary earners In the 
titles ha\% seen the "bread line” grad­ 
ually draving closer. The margin be­ 
tween Income and expenses, narrow at 
best. has shrunk to the vanishing 
point. All this while newspapers have 
been shouting prosperity, forgetful of 
the old maxim that “the real prosperi­ 
ty of a nation is the citizens margin 
of saving ” 
Whatever the cause of this Increase 
Iii the cost of necessities and comforts, 
there are but two ways In which the 
citizen as an Individual can meet It. 
The first Is to Increase bis income,

The wage earlier, band­ 
ed together with his fellows In a un­ 
ion. has t>een able to increase bls 
scale of wages to some extent, though 
not nesrly enough to fill the gap be­ 
tween income and ei|H*nses. The wage 
earner who does not belong to a un­ 
ion has profited to some extern by the 
general rise In uages, though not so 
much as the union uimii. 
The salaried man has borne the hard­ 
est brum of the rising prices 
He be­ 
longs to no uuion, and his demands for 
increased pay have brought little re­ 
sponse 
All classes that are compelled to 
work for a living have had to turn to 
the other alternative iu a greater or 
less degree 
They have been forced to 
lo»er their standard of living. 
The 
first item to t>e attacked is the food 
supply. 
R ussell Sage once said. “As 
the cost of living Increases the use of 
meat decreases, the proportion of dark 
rooms increases sud child labor be­ 
comes plentiful” 
I.ess meat means 
floorer nourishment, less resistance to 
disease and a higher death rate. Other 
food* of chea|»er quality are used. 
Oleomaigartue takes the place of but­ 
ler. 
Gold storage eggs are a luxury 
and fresh eggs unknown, aud cheaper 
brands of carnied good* are used. 
Aside from fix si. the big Item of ex- 
flense in the city is rent. 
in order to 
keep iii* with the Increased cost of 
ibings property ow liers have been fore- 
* si to raise rent*. The frenxied crowd 
lug of the people lo the cities has en 
ubled landlords to make these increas­ 
ed rents effective. 
The result is that 
a house witii a porch and a hit of lawn 
has t»ecoiue a luxury, aud more and 
more the middle classes, the classes on 
whom prosperity should react most fa­ 
vorably. have Is-eu forced into flats 
and apartment bouses. 
The p<s>rer 
classes have moved into tenements. 
The high cost of room has made crowd­ 
ing Inevitable. 
Human beluga have 
l*een forced to herd together like cat­ 
tie or worse 
The modern dairy barn 
is a palace beside some of the tene­ 
ments that fias* muster as human bab 
Batlon*. 
Many causes have l>eeu advanced by 
economist* aud others to account for 
the rise iii prices 
Many blame the 
tariff, but that will not expiate why 
price* are rising nearly as rapidly In 
England as in the United States, The 
economist's favorite reasou la in the 
increase in the supply of gold 
Money 
is liecoming (-beefier, he says, aud 
therefore it take* more of it to buy 
a given amount of any commodity. 
This explanation sounds very piaust 
hie. toil It does not expiate the fact 
that prices have at other times gone 
down iii the face of Increased gold 
production. 
The gold supply is un 
questionably a factor influencing ria 
iug prices. 'Hist it is the fundamental 
(actor limy well be doubted 
Other writers try to lay the whol# 
trouble to the growing extravagance 
of the American people sud to the in 
creased standard of living 
It Is trut 
that at tin* present time we regard as 
necessaries what yesterday w»*re luxu­ 
ries 
This increase in the standard of 
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Interacting to Roadmaknes. 
The untidier of automobiles urn* 
owned In the United Staten Is e-n 
mated al 200,000, aud the number t 
rapidly increasing. 
France la said to have the most nu 
perb system of highways in the world 
it is said tin t her good roads b al­ 
con! her $025,000,000 
Scientific road builders are coneen 
tenting attention on securing a rom 
surface (bat will withstand the in 
tnendous wear and tear of automobile- 
Nothing damages an improved rom

living Is but the product of civilisa­ 
tion, however, and I* something to be 
encouraged rather than discouraged. 
Furthermore, it is resfmnslble iu but 
a small degree for the iucrease in the 
cost of living. 
The Increase in the 
standard of living has manifested it­ 
self most strongly in latter houses, 
better clothing and more conveniences. 1 
Yet the great increase In cost has been 
not in these materials, but iu food. J 
Between July I, 1896. and Jan. I, 1910, I 
breadstuffs and live stock Increased in 
price 106 lier cent. 
During (he same 
period the increase Iu the textiles was 
73 per cent, in metals (Jo per cent and 
iu building material* only 15 per cent. 
That luxurious living itas bad much 
to do with the increased prices cannot 
lie denied. That It is w holly responsi­ 
ble Is far from the truth. 
If we are to seek the real cause of 
this crisis that confronts our country 
we must go back to tile old cause of 
supply and demand, coupled with other 
factors that have grown out of this. 
The period from 187o to 1895 was the 
period of development of the middle 
west, the bread basket of the world. 
Here were lands of unparalleled fer­ 
tility that had merely to tie scratched 
to give forth their bountiful supplies. 
The result was that the markets of the 
world were flooded wit Ii foodstuffs. 
By 1896 the middle west was pretty 
well settled. 
The bloom of its virgin 
fertility had been removed. 
Boon the 
days of using corn for fuel aud wheat 
to feed the hogs were past. 
Prices of 
farm products began to rise. 
If there 
had been no other factor entering In 
they would soon have reached a nor­ 
mal level, and the readjustment would 
have come with little trouble. 
Unfor­ 
tunately the tide of imputation toward 
the cities had become too strong to lie 
turned in a day. 
From 1fW0 to 190o the i»erceutage of 
farmers decreased from 44.3 to 35.0, 
a decrease of 8.7 per ceut. ^During the 
same period the |iercentage of jiersons 
engaged in manufacturing Increased 
from 21.8 to 24.3. This Increase of 2.5 
per cent is no more than normal and 
may tie accounted for by the Increase 
iu the standard of living and the con­ 
sequent demand for manufactured ar­ 
ticles. 
The Increase In professional 
lines during this time was eight-tenths 
of I per cent, while the numlier of per­ 
sons engaged in domestic and |iersonal 
service decreased one tenth of I per 
cent.
